;n the American civil war and the 
strategy 'which governs the

struggle of today. 
"Strategy, as immutable as time,"

t has dominated all other conflicts. 
The startegy of which General Lee 
was a master does not change with 
time an-l in the year 2001 military 
leaders will be acting on the prin- 
ciples of Napoleon and Lee.

part of the actual operations,

nclined to assert that the major 
principles of warfare have changed 
but this is true 
only of tactics,

Shotguns In War. 


That shotguns should be largely uti-

It is pointed out that such guns would 
be particularly useful to sentries at 
night time, as an intruder might more 
easily be crippled and captured by n 
spreading charge of heavy shot than by 
a single bullet. 
Moreover, a person

In the trenches shotguns could be 


used with success. A shotgun loaded

organization will be recruited up to the 
strength of the Boy Scouts of America. 
Mrs. Low telegraphed to Elliott Wads- 
worth, vice chairman of the American 
Red Cross at Washington, offering the 
services of the girl scouts. They are 
to co-operate with the nearest Eed 
Cross branch. 


It is Sirs. Low's ambition to make 


the girl scouts, already 100.000 strong. 
tho greatest girl's organization in the

world. Mrs. Low is prominent socially 
in England and Scotland as well as in 
this country. 


The Girl Scouts of America is the 


same as the Girl Guides, of England 
and the continent and is adapted to fill 
the same need in girl life tbat the boy 
scout movement fills for lads. Mrs. 
Low became interested in this work 
for girls through her observation of 
the boy scout movement in England 
by Sir Robert Baden-Powell and the 
almost simultaneously similar move- 
ment for girls staited by his sister, 
Miss Agnes Baden-Powell. Sir Robert 
and his sister visited Mrs. Low upon 
licr estates in Scotland and assisted 
her in starting the work among the 
Scottish lassies. They have recently 
come into the advisory board of the 
American organization. 
1 Mrs. Low i* HOT working energeti- 
" cally to get the organizations in the va- 


rious cities to take up the training in- 
stituted for womeu by the Navy league. 
She has arranged for classes of girl 
scouts to take these courses and has 
offered prizes in that connection.

Recruit 


1,200 
From City Prisons. 


New 1'ork.—New York gangsters may 


yOt rh al (ho espIoU.s of the apaches of 
P.iris on (he firing line, and the Amer- 
ican gun man and tho French, blue devil 
may yet be lighting side by side. Bur- 
dellc C. Lewis, commissioner oi' correc- 
tion, announced that he had been in 
consultation with Major General Leon- 
ard Wood regarding the advisability 
oi' recruiting a regiment of workhouse 
and penitentiary inmates in the event 
of war between tho Uniled States and 
Germany. 
Commissioner Lewis also 


consulted with Major General O'Ryan, 
Commanding the national guard. 


Commissioner Lewis spoke of the ex- 


ploits of the apaches of Paris, the out- 
laws of the boulevards, who are com- 
parable to the gun men and gangsters 
of New York. In the fall of 1914, when 
the German array was almost at the 
gates of Paris, a force of apaches so 
distinguished itself for desperate fight- 
ing that it won the sobriquet of the 
blue devils. The commissioner of cor- 
rection believes that the same reckless 
individuality and excess of physical e£- 
uberaiice which enter into the person- 
ality of gang leaders and gang men 
would tend to make New York's work- 
house and penitentiary population a 
valuable fighting force if officered by 
strict disciplinarians. 


WRIGHT MAY ORGANIZE 


AERIAL ARMY FOR U. S. 


Favors Small, 
High Climbing Plane 


With but a Single Gun._ 


Dayton, O.—Orville Wright, inventor 


of the aeroplane, announced that in 
case of war with Geimany he would 
abandon his private affairs and offer 
his services to the government to help 
organize an aerial army. 


"Wnile I could not duplicate Henry 


Ford's offer to manufacture war ma- 
chines because I have disposed of my 
interests in the manufacturing end of 
the' business," Wright asserted, "I cer- 
tainly will do everything I can for the 
country. 


''We have a pitifully small number of 


military and licensed civilian pilots to 
meet an. emergency, but that need not 
trouble us a great deal if we meet the 
situation promptly. 


"Jt takes but about two weeks to de- 


velop and train a good military aerial 
observer. It takes two weeks more to 
make him a competent fighting man. 


"As for the type of aerial defense, 1 


would tavor the small, high climbing 
plane, light and unarmored except for 
a single gun. It can jump in and do 
a lot of damage and get away while 
heavier planes are getting started. 


"I would be absolutely against the 


manufacture of Zeppelins or dirigibles 
except for observation purposes. As an 
offensive weapon in war the Zeppelifl 
has been a flat failure."

which the 
county 
agent 
lectures 


once each month and discusses farm 
'problems -with the (farmers. 
The 


farmer must be shown, and he has 
travelled 13,000 miles in his ma- 
chine in the last 11 months to con- 
sult and assist individual farmers 
and to show them how other farm- 
ers are solving similar problems. 


Fertilizers ^ere being bought in 


•wholesale lots through the county 
agent. securing higher grade goods 
at greatlv reduced prices. 
Farmers 


were also cooperating through the 
agent and bujmg seed, feeds, etc., 
among themselves. 
Many 


had installed self-feeders and partly 
solved the farm labor problem. On 
his advice to farmers to hold their 
tobacco, wheat, 
and 
hogs, 
many 


were able to secure the higher prices 
of later markets. 
He has immuned 


about 8,000 hogs against hog chol- 
era, also immunes 
chickens 
from. 


Toup 
and teaches 
farmers the 


method. 


L. J. Taber, master of the Ohio 


State Grange, also addressed 
the 


afternoon session, eloquently discuss- 
ing the relation of the Grange and 
the county farm bureau. 
Lacking 


county has a splendid organization 
of Granges, hut may still improve 
by a, well directed farm bureau. The 
Grange and the farm bureau work 
together, the former being the so- 
cial, intellectual, and legislative or- 
ganization of the farmer, and the 
latter the organized agency for farm 
improvement and co-operation. The 
county agent is a bulletin from the 
Experiment Station with boots on, 
and also an 
electrical 
connection 


between the men and •women of the 
county. Farmers must adjust them- 
selves to the rapidly moving advance 
of civilization, hence should 
join 


the farm bureau and assist in mak- 
ing it a success, he said. 


President Hall urged that those 


present carry the enthusiasm of the 
meeting into their home communi- 
ties and help in securing more mem- 
bers for the bureau.
